N AIURE’S WRATH 


AID RUSHED IN AFTER FATAL EARTHQUAKES 
TSUNAMI PUMMEL SOUTH PACIFIC

APIA, Samoa Disaster officials rushed food, medi- 
cine and a temporary morgue to the Samoas on 
Wednesday after a powerful earthquake unleashed 
a tsunami that flattened villages and swept cars and 
people out to sea. At least 119 people were killed. 

Survivors fled to higher ground on the South 
Pacific islands after the magnitude 8.0 quake 
struck at 6:48 a.m. local time Tuesday 

Four tsunami waves 15 to 20 feet high roared 
ashore on American Samoa about 15 minutes after 
the quake, reaching up to a mile inland, Mike 
Reynolds, superintendent of the National Park of 
American Samoa, was quoted as saying by a parks 
service spokeswoman. 

Military transports carrying medical personnel, 
food, water, medicines and other supplies were 
headed to the stricken islands. 

“Right now, we’re focused on bringing in the 
assistance for people that have been injured, and 
for the immediate needs of the tens of thousands 
of survivors down there,” said Federal Emergency 


Management Agency Administrator Craig Fugate. 

President Obama declared a major disaster for 
American Samoa, adding that he and his wife, 
Michelle, “will keep those who have lost so much 
in our thoughts and prayers.” 

A Coast Guard C-130 plane loaded with aid and 
carrying FEMA officials was headed from Flawaii 
to American Samoa’s capital of Pago Pago, where 
debris had been cleared from runways to allow for 
emergency planes to land. 

It’s not immediately clear what kind of warn- 
ing people in the two islands had once the earth- 
quake hit and set off the tsunami. Some people had 
enough warning to flee the tsunami. But a warn- 
ing system run by the Global Security and Crisis 
Management Unit failed to evaluate the tsunami’s 
impact in real time because of a hardware failure. 

New Zealand’s acting Prime Minister Bill English 
said tents, stretchers, the temporary morgue and a 
body identification team were sent to Samoa after 
a “specific request” from local officials, who are 
“very concerned about the growing death toU.”

Try this Olympic 
event: Not caring 

“I don’t care.” 

Those are three words you’re best off avoiding as a columnist (other 
such words are “hopefully” “in my opinion” and “L. Ron Hubbard”). 

That’s why the best columnists, like George Will, and the best col- 
umns, like the one Will wrote last week, “Why Lamar Odom and Khloe 
Kardashian Should Have Waited Two More Weeks to Be Sure,” resonate 
with readers. Whether you agree with George Will or not, he pulls no 
punches. 

But, occasionally the voice of apathy must be heard! And that brings 
us to the 20 i 6 Olympics. 

We find out Friday whether Chicago, Rio, Madrid, Tokyo or late-entry 
candidate Davenport gets to host the 2016 Games, and ... I don’t care. 

Here in Chicago, the arguments are clear both for and against hosting 
the Olympics. Those opposed talk of cor- 
ruption, past money-losing Olympics and 
an unbearable burden on the city Those in 
favor say, “But it will be fun!” 

Both sides are probably right. Who

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Degorski 
eligible 
for death 
penalty

A Cook County jury on Wednesday found 
James Degorski eligible for the death penalty a 
day after convicting him of the 1993 murders of 
seven workers at a Brown’s Chicken restaurant 
in Palatine. 

Jurors return to the Criminal Courts 
Building on Thursday to hear testimony and 
decide whether to impose a death sentence on 
Degorski, 37. The only other option would be 
life in prison. 

Jurors likely will hear from relatives of the vic- 
tims and perhaps from Degorski’s family as well. 

Before finding Degorski eligible for the 
death penalty, the jury deliberated Wednesday 
for a little more than an hour, nearly as long as 
it took jurors to convict him of the slayings a 
day earlier. 

The jury found he killed two or more people, 
committed the murder during the course of an 
armed robbery and acted in a cold and calcu- 
lating manner— all criteria that must be met to 
impose a death sentence. 

Lawyers on both sides spoke before the jury 
deliberated in private. 

“Today you have to determine not the mea- 
sure of the man but the measure of the crime,” 
said Asst. State’s Atty Louis Longhitano. 

Longhitano reminded jmors that Degorski and 
his accomplice, Juan Lima, stole cash from the 
restaurant safe and took meticulous steps to com- 
mit the crime and conceal their involvement. 

“This was carefully calculated and crafted,” 
Longhitano said. “That’s why he got away with 
it for nine years.” 

Assistant Public Defender Michael Mayfield 
argued that prosecutors were only speculating 
that Degorski’s actions were cold and premedi- 
tated or that he planned to kill multiple people. 
It was impossible to know what someone was 
thinking at a given moment, he said. 

“Yes, you convicted him yesterday of two 
murders,” Mayfield said. “But they [prosecu- 
tors] have to prove to you that he intended to 
kill two or more persons.” 

The defense attorney also emphasized that 
Degorski’s conviction did not make his eligibili- 
ty for the death penalty a foregone conclusion.

SUPREME COURT 
TO HEAR GUN CASE

The Supreme Court set the stage for a historic rul- 
ing on gun rights and the 2nd Amendment by agree- 
ing Wednesday to hear a challenge to Chicago’s ban 
on handguns. 

At issue is whether state and local gun-control 
ordinances can be struck down as violating the “right 
to keep and bear arms” in the 2nd Amendment. 

A ruling on the issue, due by next summer, could 
open the door to legal challenges to various gun con- 
trol measures in cities and states across the nation. 

The case also will decide whether the 2nd 
Amendment protects a broad constitutional right, 
similar to the ist Amendment’s right to free speech 
or the 4th Amendment’s protection against unrea- 
sonable searches and seizures. 

In the past, the Supreme Court had given short 
shrift to the 2nd Amendment by saying it applied 
only to national laws and that its arm was to preserve 
“well-regulated militias.” 

But Otis McDonald, 76, who is suing the city over 
its gun ban, says he keeps a 20-gauge shotgun at 
home to protect himself from gangs that plague his 


Morgan Park neighborhood. The court said it will 
set arguments in the Chicago cases for January or 
February The case is McDonald vs. Chicago. 

“The people that want to control me, my family my 
property, these are the people that I want to protect 
myself from,” McDonald said earlier Wednesday 

The same children who used to play basketball in 
McDonald’s backyard now threaten his life, he said. 

With the court’s action Wednesday, Richard 
Pearson, executive director of the Illinois State Rifle 
Association, said his organization has a good chance 
at reversing the city’s ban. The rifle association is a 
party to the McDonald suit. 

‘All the ban does is prevent law-abiding citizens 
from protecting themselves,” Pearson said. “It has 
no effect on the criminals at all.” 

If anything, not allowing citizens to carry guns 
puts criminals at an advantage, Pearson said. 

Chicago’s Law Department said it was not sur- 
prised by Wednesday’s development and added: 
“The city of Chicago remains committed to its hand- 
gun ordinance, which was enacted to respond to the 
problem of gun violence in large urban centers.” 


Schooling on rulings 

Last year, the court in a 5-4 
decision breathed new life into 
the 2nd Amendment by ruling 
that it protected an individual’s 
right to have a handgun at 
home for self-defense. The 
decision in District of Columbia 
vs. Heller struck down a local 
ban on handguns. 

But since the nation's capital 
is a federal enclave, the court 
did not reconsider its 19th 
Century rulings that said the 
2nd Amendment applied only 
to federal laws and restrictions. 

Lawyers for the gun owners 
argued that “the right of the 
people to keep and bear arms” 
set out in the 2nd Amendment 
is “incorporated” into the 14th 
Amendment and thereby 
applies to states and localities.

Two of Chicago’s heavi- 
est hitters arrived 
Wednesday, and Michelle 
Obama wasted no time in 
captivating some of the 
International Olympic Committee members who 
will decide a 2016 Summer Olympic host-city race 
considered too close to call. 

As she passed through the lobby of the 
Copenhagen Marriott, where the IOC members 
are staying, she gave two thumbs-up and a hug to 
one of the first members she encountered, Nicole 
Hoevertsz of Aruba. 

Not only that, Hoevertsz said later, but the first 
lady congratulated her on having been named 
Tuesday as secretary to Aruba’s coimcil of ministers. 

It is that sort of preparation and attention to 
detail as much as the case Michelle Obama makes 
for her city that the Chicago 2016 bid committee 
hopes will make her a key player in Copenhagen. 
The second big name to arrive Wednesday, Oprah 
Winfrey, also hopes to influence the IOC’s voting, 
which she called “a decision that could be a land- 
mark in Chicago history.” 

On Friday, the IOC will choose among Chicago, 
Rio de Janeiro, Tokyo and Madrid. 

Aruba’s Hoevertsz said she had narrowed her 
choices to two but would not name them. She 
planned to meet Thursday with Michelle Obama, 
President Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva of Brazil and 
Queen Sofia of Spain, and feels information gained 
in such encounters can be critical. 

“Since we are not allowed to visit the cities, 
it comes down to very, very, very little details,” 
Hoevertsz said. “[Bid chairman] Pat Ryan just 
gave me a very nice twist on what Chicago is going 
to do with seats of [the temporary Olympic] sta- 
dium, making them into wheelchairs. These kinds

Schmoozing with celebrities, heads of state and 
first ladies has become a privilege accorded IOC 
members in the days before host-city decisions. 

IOC member Lassana Palenfo of the Ivory Coast 
had barely arrived at his hotel Wednesday when a

“It’s going to be decided by a couple votes. It will 
be critical what happens in the second round.” 

The election continues until one city gets a 
majority of the votes cast. Until that happens, the 
lowest vote-getter in each round is eliminated. 

“I don’t think there is a favorite,” said Richard 
Pound of Canada, “but there is a scenario that gets 
you three cities pretty easily” 

Pound smiled and said, coyly, “Thu know,” when 
asked which one he felt is out of the running.

That is what the final hours before Friday’s vote 
will be like for many IOC members, besieged by the 
apparently tireless lobbyists for the four finalists. 

“The cities are all very active,” IOC member Nat 
IndrapanaofThailand said. “They keep passing out 
information and checking in with us.”

“Being the favorite is like musical chairs. Every 
two minutes, it’s another one,” said IOC member 
Juan Antonio Samaranch Jr. of Spain, who is part of 
Madrid’s bid effort. 

Mayor Daley tempered his remarks about 
Chicago’s chances Wednesday, taking a more 
guarded stance than he had last week. 

Asked how IOC members were reacting to the 
city’s lobbying efforts, Daley said, “Tbu just don’t 
know. Every city is very enthusiastic, very passion- 
ate and very excited about it.” 

Daley’s diplomacy follows a controversy when he 
expressed confidence in Chicago’s chances and ques- 
tioned the ability of close rival Rio de Janeiro to host 
both the 2014 World Cup and the 2016 Olympics.

Little woolly coming to town

After 40,000 years in the cold and isola- 
tion of Siberia, Lyuba the baby mammoth 
has emerged for a dazzling second act— a 
spread in National Geographic magazine, 
a starring role in a documentary 

And soon, she’s coming to Chicago. 

The almost perfectly preserved woolly 
mammoth will make its U.S. debut next 
spring at the Field Museum as part of a 
“Mammoths and Mastodons” exhibit, 
officials announced Wednesday. In an 
exhibit scheduled to run from A/Iarch to 
September, she’ll be encased in glass that 
will afford viewers a 360 -degree look at 
her, said museum spokeswoman Emily 
Waldren. 

“We had hoped to be able to present 


the best of the best,” said Daniel Fisher, 
lead curator of the exhibit. He paused for 
a breath, clapped gently and then contin- 
ued, ‘And we’ve got the best of the best.” 

Lyuba died when just a month old and 
has remained “98 percent” preserved 
through 40 millennia buried in permafrost, 
Fisher said. Since her accidental discovery 
in May 2007 by reindeer herders, her body 
has been studied exhaustively in Russia 
and Japan, a process followed by National 
Geographic cameras. 

Researchers have deduced she died 
accidentally in the peak of health, another 
reason her discovery is so important, he 
said. Other young mammoths have been 
discovered, he said, but none in such a pris- 
tine state and none in such robust health.

Violence in Chicago has been top of mind 
in the wake of 16-year-old Derrion Albert’s 
beating death in Roseland last week. 

Chicago police recorded 12 homicides 
in the last week, but the total number of murders this 
year, to date, is down about 12 percent compared with 
January through September 2008. 

September ended with 41 homicides, including a 
fatal car crash in which the driver was initially charged 
with reckless homicide, as of Wednesday afternoon. 

Chicago police recorded 54 homicides in September 
2008. 

Four community areas-Austin, Brighton Park, East Garfield Park 
and South Lawndale-saw two homicides last week. 

Four homicides occurred in the 24th Ward, which includes North Lawndale and parts of Austin, 
West Garfield Park and East Garfield Park. A RedEye analysis of preliminary police data from 
January through September found the 24th Ward has recorded 23 homicides, the most of any 
ward. 

Aid. Sharon Dixon, who represents the 24th Ward, said her ward is underdeveloped and the way 
to stop the violence is “to bring opportunities. You have to bring growth.” tswartz@tribune.com

B KANDAHAR, Afghanistan A bus packed 
with Afghan civilians hit a roadside 
bomb near the southern city of Kandahar 
on Tuesday, killing 30 people and wounding 
39, underscoring the dangers civilians face 
as the eight-year war turns increasingly vio- 
lent. 

Nine women and seven children were 
among the dead, said provincial police chief, 
Sardar Mohammad Zazai. 

“The enemies of Afghanistan are planting 
mines on the main highway and killing inno- 
cent women and children,” Zazai said. 

The bus was traveling along a main road 


when it encountered a NATO team clearing 
roadside bombs. Fearing more bombs ahead, 
the driver steered onto a parallel dirt road 
but struck an explosive device planted there, 
according to local official Niaz Mohammad 
Sarhadi. 

The bus hit the bomb on the western 
outskirts of Kandahar city, in a militant-con- 
trolled district called Maiwand. 

Among the 39 wounded, some severely 
injured passengers were taken to a NATO 
base for treatment, said Bismullah Khan, 
the police chief in Maiwand. Others were 
taken to the main hospital in Kandahar. 


NON-MILITARY DEATHS 

A UN report issued Saturday said August 
was the deadliest month of the year for 
civilians because of violence from the 
insurgency. A total of 1,500 civilians died in 
Afghanistan from January through August, 
up from 1,145 for the same period of 2008. 

‘An explosion hit the bus. I don’t know 
what happened. When I came to, I got out 
of the bus and saw that the bus was totally 
wrecked,” survivor Lai Jan said in Kandahar’s 
hospital. 




Sex offender dies 

I Prison officials say convicted sex 
' offender John Evander Couey, on death 
row for kidnapping, raping and burying a 
Florida girl alive, has died of natural causes.

The Great Burgerelli has no qualms about traveling far 
and wide in search of a good hurger. I fancy myself a man 
about town, after all. But I can be swayed by convenience, 
and that is what drew me to Sweetwater, a new Michigan 
Avenue tavern from the gentlemen who gave us the 
Boundary in Wicker Park. With flat-screen TVs every- 
where, wide windows looking out onto Michigan Avenue, 
luxe booths and an admirable beer list, I hardly could 
have dreamed up a better after-work option, myself It 
would take only one more thing to complete the package: 
a worthy burger, of course. 

BURGERELLI’S BREAKDOWN 

The burger: In a word: overcooked. Medium-rare orders 
arrived medium, verging on medium well— a shame, 
because the meat, a half-pound of angus beef, is quite well 
seasoned. 

The bun: It has been said before, but it really cannot be 
repeated enough: Size matters. And here, the bun is sim- 
ply too big. Every bite contains far more bun than burger. 
About halfway through, with no end in sight to the tedious 
mastication, I was reduced to tearing off large chunks of 
the bun in an attempt to reach equilibrium. I should note, 
however, that the buttery brioche is quite lovely— there is 
just too much of it. 

The fixings: Ah, bacon. Is there anything finer than a 
thick, peppery slice that can hold its own among a mess 


of toppings all trying their hardest to reduce it to a bmp 
also-ran? Sweetwater’s strips are up to the task, which is 
why I steer you toward the Sweetwater burger ($10.95), 
topped with Swiss cheese, ample slices of avocado and two 
strips of near-perfect bacon, or the Northwoods (S10.95), 
dressed with cheddar, barbecue sauce and bacon. The 
Sunnyside Up (S11.95) features bacon too, but there are 
too many distractions— cheddar, mozzarella, caramelized 
onion, steak sauce and a slightly overcooked fried egg— to 
make it worth a bacon-lover’s time (not to mention that 
we further lost the burger, already overwhelmed by its bun, 
in all of those toppings). 

Everything else: Within the last year or two, it has 
become de rigueur to offer tots as an option alongside 
fries. For the most part, the Great Burgerelli welcomes 
this development. But it also means I have seen some sad 
tots of late. I count Sweetwater’s, which are too soft and 
mushy for my taste, among them. In their stead, may I rec- 
ommend an order of onion petals? The battered and fried 
slices will put you out an extra S i but are well worth the 
investment, if only for the tangy, chdi-spiked dipping aioli. 
Burgerelli’s bottom line: If you’re looking for a fim new 
after-work destination downtown, you can’t do much bet- 
ter than Sweetwater. If you’re looking for a great burger, 
however, you can.

Mostly the one-man effort of Chicagoan Shawn Rosenblatt, 
Netherfriends delivers entertaining indie pop without falling into the 
too-cute trap that so many independent projects do.

Music Fest. “Calling You Out” constantly veers from one jangling, wheezing multi-instrumental 
showcase to the next, and it wouldn’t hurt for Rosenblatt to pick a song’s direction and stick 
to it. (There’s nothing shameful in a straightforward pop record.) But I’d be awfully surprised if 
even your most close-minded, radio-oriented friends couldn’t hear the joy oozing out of this 
clanging musical funhouse.

Windy City Rollers have 
the guts— now they’re 
ready for all the glory

REDEYE 

Athena DeCrime calculates her every move on the roll- 
er derby track, dodging the hip hits, butt bumps and 
shoulder slams. 

“I sweat and I bleed for this sport,” said the skater, 
known to the outside world as Amy Smith, 34. When 
she’s not zipping by opponents on the track, the Windy 
City Rollers all-star works as a social worker and lives in 
Ukrainian Village . 

She discovered her inner athlete when she entered 
Chicago’s roller derby world five years ago— where 
players help write the rules and skaters run the leagues. 
Once her friend handed her a printed flier about form- 
ing a roller derby league in Chicago, Smith said she 
counted down the days to the recruitment party 

Fast forward five years. A team whose DI Y sensibili- 
ties and gritty work ethic has propelled them from a 
handmade flier-toting bunch to a growing force in the 
alternative Chicago sports scene are in the brink of 
stepping in to the spotlight. On Friday, the team may get 
more attention as the Drew Barrymore-directed roller 
derby flick “Whip It” opens in theaters. The movie stars 
Ellen Page as a teenager who tries out for a roller derby 
team in Austin, Texas, where the sport was reborn. 

Chicago’s Windy City Rollers work hard to make 
roller derby synonymous with Chicago. The all-star 
travel team, which ranks second in the nation, was the 
regional winner of last month’s “Brawl of America” tour- 
nament. 

The skaters developed the sport from the ground 
up — they closed recruitment at 10 o girls the first year— 
with the help of sponsors. Not only do they practice 
four days a week, but they also put in tons of hours doing 
their own marketing, promoting and training — for free. 
Instead, they pay to play, shelling out roughly $600 to 
buy their own gear including skates, replacement wheels, 
helmets, mouth guards, and pads for knees, elbows and 
wrists. Plus, they pay for their uniforms, supplemental 
insurance, dues and travel expenses. 

“The league is such a family because it’s a DIY orga- 
nization,” Smith said. “We are all women who have day 
jobs. We’re all women who work hard to build our league 
and skate hard at night.” 

For the uninitiated, the all-girls contact sport dates 
back to the 1930s and evolved into its latest incarnation 
in 2000, according to Juliana Gonzales, executive direc- 
tor of the Women’s Flat Track Derby Association. 

During its revival, about 30 to 40 roller derby leagues 


had formed by 2004 and 2005, Gonzales said. Now, the 
association counts 78 member leagues and estimates 
hundreds more leagues around the world are playing 
roller derby but not following the association’s standard 
rules, she said. 

“It’s a pretty radical explosion,” Gonzales said. 

There’s one major difference from roller derby 
decades ago to now, roller girls point out: no stunts. It’s 
real blood, sweat and tears. 

“If they’re still remembering the roller derby of the 
’70s, they probably think we’re a little bit more WWF,” 
said Windy City Rollers skater Mariah Karson, who 
lives in Pilsen, referring to the now-renamed World 
Wrestling Federation. ‘As this derby resurgence spreads 
across the nation and slowly going around the world, 
everybody is really pushing to show people we are a real 
sport and it’s not the fake roller derby your dad probably 
watched on local TV” 

But make no mistake. Not all roller derby girls are 
punk rockers covered in tattoos. And roller derby is 
not like lingerie football— more like volleyball, Karson, 
a.k.a. Doima Party— said. Just like any other sport, roll- 
er derby has its super fans and they’re just as diverse as 
the players. 

For her birthday two years ago around Halloween, 
Kelly Alexis dressed up as a roller girl, gave herself the 
derby name of Eden Alive and posed with some players 
for photos. “From a girl’s perspective, I think they’re 
really cool girls,” Alexis, 39, ofLakeviety said. “Fmprissy, 
but I like that they’re so tough.”

Players say they hope the new movie will spark even 
more interest in watching and playing the sport. 

The Windy City Rollers had their first bout in 2005 
at the Congress Theater in Logan Square, said Karson, 
30. The team moved the following season to the Cicero 
Stadium and packed the house. 

Because they were selling out in Cicero, Karson said 
the league, which has four teams and 80 skaters, relo- 
cated and made its home season debut this year at its 
current home in UIC Pavilion, where attendance ranges 
between 2,000 and 3,500. 

“When you see them, you’re kind of in awe,” said 
longtime fan Brad Baldonado, a.k.a. Brad Habit, 41, of 
Lincolnwood. He has traveled as a fan and now volun- 
teers as a bench coach for one of the league’s teams. 

In contrast to the athletes from some other sports, 
the players are accessible. Windy City Rollers’ girls often 
can be found grabbing an after-bout beer with fans at 
the Bottom Lounge in the West Loop, going over plays 
and comparing bruises and injuries, like fishnet burn, 
“rink rash,” and broken fingers and legs. 

It was the jaw-dropping action that hooked Alice 
Gleason, 29, of Wicker Park. “It completely captured 
me the first time I saw it. I knew that if I didn’t play, I 
would be a fan,” she said. 

Now known by her derby name Malice with Chains, 
she’s been on the team since 2006. 

“We are doing some amazing things with wheels on 
our feet,” she said, “and we’re doing it together.”
